1. CALL TO ORDER

Natalie Baker, DNP, CRNP, chairperson, called the meeting to order at 6:04 pm on February 20,

2. DECLARATION OF QUORUM

A quorum was declared with three nurse members and three physician members present.

3. STATEMENT OF COMPLIANCE WITH OPEN MEETINGS ACT
Prior notice of meeting was posted on the Secretary of State’s website in accordance with the
Alabama Open Meetings Act.

4. ADOPTION OF AGENDA
On February 20, 2018, Dr. Jordan moved that the Committee adopt the Agenda as presented to

include the modifications for Amended Item 8. Dr. Owens seconded. Motion carried without
objection.
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5. REVIEW OF MINUTES

On February 20, 2018, Dr. Meigs moved that the Joint Committee adopt the minutes of
November 15, 2017, as presented to include the correction on page 3, Item D, changing the
wording “integrated approval” to “integrated approach”. Dr. Owens seconded. Motion carried
without objection.

On February 20, 2018, the Joint Committee received as information, the memo regarding the

cancellation of the January 16, 2018 meeting as per Governor Ivey's order to close state
agencies no later than 4:00 pm due to inclement weather.

6. OLD BUSINESS

A. Mays High Resolution Anascopy

March 2017: ABME granted approval to train with the stipulation that documentation of training be
provided upon completion of 10 supervised procedures and 10 independent procedures under
video with subsequent review by the physician and nurse practitioner. Additionally, any adverse
event is to be reported to the Board.

November 2017: Ms. Mays submitted documentation of the performance of 20 total procedures
between April and October 2017. Each procedure resulted in at least one biopsy. Nine of the
twenty procedures required the patient to undergo fulguration in the operating room (OR) for the
high-grade dysplasia. The remining eleven patients were scheduled for follow up in 3 months.

On February 20, 2018, Kathleen Rhodes moved that the Joint Committee grant final approval for
performance of HRA by Janeen Mays, CRNP in collaboration with Dr. Gregory D. Kennedy. Sheila
Lopez seconded. Motion carried without objection.

B. Scope of Practice on ABN Approval Letters

Efforts are ongoing by the Alabama Board of Medical Examiners (ABME) and the Alabama Board
of Nursing (ABN) to remind physicians, nurse practitioners and nurse midwives of the limitations
of scope of practice.

The ABME continues to include additional information for the physician in the collaboration
certificate mailed to the physician.

Approval letters emailed by the ABN were revised to include the following language:

Your practice is limited to the scope of your educational preparation and specialty certification(s).
Only formal education and specialty certifications qualifies you to treat patients in a specific
population-focused area of practice. "On-the-job”/"in-house” training with a physician does not
increase your scope of practice and/or allow you to treat patient populations for which you do not
hold certification. Failure to limit your practice to the scope of your specialty could leave you and
your facility/employer legally at risk. Refer to My Profile on the ABN website,
www.abn.alabama.gov, to review current information on file with the Board.

On February 20, 2018, the Joint Committee members received the report as information.
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C. Otolaryngology Procedure Request

The Joint Committee members discussed recommending approval of statewide criteria for
Otolaryngology to the Alabama Board of Medical Examiners and the Alabama Board of Nursing.

Dr. Jordan recommended changing the third initial requirement to read: Observation of no less than
150 procedures, for each requested procedure, as a CRNP or PA (including normal/abnormal
tissue distinction) before requesting to train to perform procedure.

Dr. Jordan recommended changing the second supervised practice requirement to read: CRNP or
PA will perform and document no less than 25 procedures yearly to maintain certification.

On February 20, 2018, Dr. Owens moved that the Joint Committee members recommend approval
of the statewide criteria for Otolaryngology to Alabama Board of Medical Examiners and Alabama
Board of Nursing to include the changes documented above. Dr. Jordan seconded. Motion carried
without objection.

D. Critical Care — Advanced Protocol

The Joint Committee members discussed recommending approval of statewide criteria for
Advanced Critical Care to the Alabama Board of Medical Examiners and the Alabama Board of
Nursing.

Dr. Meigs raised discussion regarding CVL Removals not being performed in the simulation
laboratory.

Dr. Jordan recommended clarifying that CVL Removals may not be performed in the simulation
laboratory to keep rules consistent across protocols.

Dr. Baker questioned the reasoning for the exclusion of the simulation laboratory training for CVL
removals. Dr. Meigs stated the major concern is debris being left behind and maintaining
consistency across protocols.

On February 20, 2018, Dr. Meigs moved that the Joint Committee members recommend approval
of the statewide criteria for Advanced Critical Care to Alabama Board of Medical Examiners and
Alabama Board of Nursing to include clarification that CVL Removals may not be performed in a
simulation laboratory. Dr. Jordan seconded. Motion carried without objection.

7. NEW BUSINESS

A. Midwifery Protocol

The Joint Committee members discussed approving the move of additional skills to the individual
application request and then eliminating the Expanded Midwifery Protocol.

The Expanded Midwifery Protocol includes two procedures (subdermal contraceptive/hormonal
implant, insertion and removal; circumcision) and one ultrasound (OB Limited), that are not
included in the Standard Midwifery Protocol. The pelvic and Ob/Gyn ultrasound, endometrial and
cervical biopsy, and endocervical curettage are included in both protocols. Subdermal
contraceptive/hormonal implant, insertion and removal currently is available for selection from the
skill list on the Modification application for Standard Protocol. Circumcision and OB limited
ultrasound are the two remaining items. Circumcision and OB limited ultrasound will be added to
the skill list on the CNM Modification application, upon recommendation by the Joint Committee
and approval by the ABN and ABME of elimination of the Expanded Midwifery Protocol.
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Deletion of the specialty protocol will streamline the skill request process and maintain
consistency between ABN and ABME for joint regulation of CRNP practice.

Upon approval, the revised criteria will be posted on the Board of Nursing website and distributed
by list serv announcement to Advanced Practice Nurses and medical credentialing staff.

On February 20, 2018, Dr. Owens moved that the Joint Committee members approve moving
additional skills to the individual application request and eliminate Midwifery Protocol. Sheila Lopez
seconded. Motion carried without objection.

Central Venous Line Removal

The Joint Committee members provided guidance for processing skill request to Remove CVL
(Percutaneous and Tunneled).

Dr. Jordan recommended changing the requirement for supervised practice to be submitted
Within 1 year of approval to train, instead of 2 years, or approval to train will lapse. The 1-year
time frame will apply to all Critical Care skills.

Dr. Baker reminded the Committee that the exclusion of the simulation lab needs to be reflected
here as well.

Dr. Meigs recommended acceptance of the standard language: “Only for practitioners who have
previously been approved or are requesting to train to place CVL".

On February 20, 2018, Dr. Meigs moved that the Joint Committee change the requirement for
supervised practice for all Critical Care Skill to be submitted within 1 year of approval to train,
instead of 2 years, or approval to train will lapse. Dr. Jordan seconded. Motion carried without
objection.

On February 20, 2018, Dr. Jordan moved that the Joint Committee accept, “Only for practitioners

who have previously been approved or are requesting to train to place CVL" as standard
language. Dr. Meigs seconded. Motion carried without objection.

Orthopaedic Specialty Protocol for Joints

The Joint Committee members provided guidance for processing skill request to expand and/or
modify an existing approval for joint injections.

“Allowed to perform aspirations of joints (limited to shoulder, elbow, knee, ankle and greater
trochanteric bursa), with Board approved documentation of training under direct physician
supervision. Allowed to perform injections to joints (limited to shoulder, elbow, knee, ankle and
greater trochanteric bursa), with Board approved documentation of training under direct physician
supervision. Mid-Levels are approved to perform joint injections at remote site locations after
approval of documented training and upon request to and approval by, the Board. Total of 25
supervised injections with no less than three (3) of each joint to be considered for approval”.

Dr. Jordan recommended performing a query on NPs previously approved for Orthopedic
Specialty Protocol/Joint Injections to see how many, if any, are performing injections of the ankle,
hand and/or wrist. If any NPs are performing these injections, they should be notified that ankle,
hand, and wrist injections have been removed as approved locations of joint injections.

Dr. Jordan recommended that approval to inject a joint should be limited to medications that
are FDA approved due to significant risks. This would exclude the use of Platelet Rich Plasma
(PRP) and Stem Cells for joint injections and wound treatment.

On February 20, 2018, the Joint Committee deferred the Orthopedic Specialty Protocol for Joint
Injections to the next available meeting pending further research.

On February 20, 2018, Dr. Jordan moved that the Joint Committee deny approval of non-FDA
approved medications to include the use of Platelet Rich Plasma (PRP) and Stem Cells for joint
injections and wound treatment. Dr. Meigs seconded. Motion carried without objection.
